NOVEMBER 
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COMMITTEES - ■ WHY? 


The Committees of the Ma¬ 
honing County Medical Society 
is not really a controversial 
subject, but during the year 
there will be several members 
who will ask a question about 
committees. The first question 
is “Why wasn’t I put on a 
committee?” The second ques¬ 
tion is “Why was I put on that 
committee?” 

The best answer to these 
questions is an explanation as 
to how committees and com¬ 
mittee members are selected 
for the year. 

This is a function of the incoming president. He draws on three sources: 
his personal knowledge of his fellow meipbers, the structure of committees 
from the past year, and the answers sent in to the annual questionnaire 
asking members on which committee they would like to serve. 

The president may wish to continue the same committee personnel in 
order to keep experience and continuity on his committees; or he may wish 
to make many changes in order to draw new members into the workings of 
the Medical Society; or he may decide on a compromise between the two 
ideas. 

Most of the members answering the questionnaire will be assigned to 
the committee of their choice. If they are not, there are two reasons for 
this. First, several of the committees are -very popular. If they become too 
large they become unwieldy. Therefore they are limited to a workable size, 
necessarily eliminating a number of the candidates. The other reason is that 
some of the questionnaires are returned much too late, long after the com¬ 
mittees are made up. 

The announcement for committee appointments is published in the 
Bulletin, and no other announcement is made. All members are always 
advised to keep on hand the January Bulletin for the entire year. It not only 
contains a complete list of committees and chairmen, but also a complete 
roster of members, along with a listing of officers, delegates and council 
members for the year. Each member should check all committees to see if 
his name is listed either as a member or a chairman. 

Some members have expressed concern because they do not know the 
function of the committee to which they have been assigned. In practice, 
when a piece of business is referred to a committee, complete information 
will be sent along with it to enable the committee to undertake the work 
effectively and efficiently. 

Many, in fact most, committees will not meet during a year’s time. They 
are on a stand-by basis to receive work referred by either the council or the 
president as problems arise in that particular area. Other committees meet 
on a regular basis due to a continuing need for their services. Still other 
committees meet one time a year due to the nature of the work required. 

In addition to the published list of committees, the president will 
appoint from time to time an ad hoc committee to work on a problem that 
does not fall within the general scope of any of the formal committees. An 
ad hoc committee is dissolved at the completion of its task. 

In conclusion, all members of the Medical Society are asked to accept 
committee appointments as made by the president. The officers and council 
may set policy and make decisions, but the real work in the community is 
done by committees. 
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RUSSELL W. RUMMELL, M.D. 

1903 ■ 1975 

Dr. Russell W. Rummell, former medical director of the Youngstown 
Hospital Association, died at his home on Tuesday, Oct. 7. He was 72. 

Dr. Rummell was born in Youngstown, where he attended Garfield 
School and was graduated from South High School. He attended Western 
Reserve University Medical School and received his medical degree from 
Jefferson .Medical College in 1929. 

He interned at Germantown Hospital, Philadelphia, and at South Moun¬ 
tain TB Sanitarium. His residency was at Germantown Hospital for three 
years. He entered the general practice of medicine in New Middletown for 
several months before coming to Youngstown in 1934. 

In 1948 he was named medical director of Youngstown Hospital Asso¬ 
ciation and served in that post until 1965, when he was named director of 
education and coordinator of the office of the medical staff. 

He served as a director of the Red Cross Mahoning Chapter and was 
on the board of the Eastern Ohio League of Nursing, as well as on the 
executive board of the local March of Dimes committee. He represented the 
hospital on many community projects until his retirement in 1966. 

Dr. Rummell was a member of Lambda Chi Alpha and Alpha Kappa 
Kappa fraternities. He was a member of Grace Evangelical Lutheran Church. 

His many friends in the medical profession are saddened at his passing. 

BUREAUCRACY TO AUTOCRACY 

The Ohio State Medical Association has been invited to bring the re¬ 
sults of their studies of “The National Health Planning and Resources Act 
of 1974 (P. L. 93-641) to the November meeting of tne Mahoning County 
Medical Society. 

Robert E. Holcomb, Associate Field Service Director for OSMA will 
be the speaker and will bring with him a slide presentation that is the result 
of months of preparation by the OSMA staff. Holcomb anticipates that the 
regulations will have been issued by the Nov. 18th date of the meeting and 
hopes to incorporate them into his talk, which is entitled “Bureaucracy to 
Autocracy.” 

The National Health Planning and Resources Act has not received 
priority attention by the Medical Society, due mainly to a preoccupation 
with more timely issues of P.S.R.O. and the crisis attending non-availability 
of malpractice insurance. However, knowledgeable people see P. L. 93-641 
as the most all-encompassing health legislation to be passed into law to 
date, with a far-reaching effect on the practice of medicine that is not even 
now thoroughly understood.

The regular meeting of the Council of the Mahoning County Medical 
Society was held on Tuesday, Oct. 7, 1975, at the Youngstown Club.

Applications were approved. The applicants will become members of the 
Mahoning County Medical Society 15 days after publication in the Bulletin, 
unless objection is filed in writing with the secretary before that time. 

Dr. Fulks explained and answered questions about a proposed ambula¬ 
tory surgical service (surgicenter) being planned. The motion was made by 
Dr. Anderson, and properly seconded, that the Medical Society give approval 
to the concept of a surgicenter as presented by Dr. Fulks. Motion was passed. 

Dr. Pichette made a report as Sixth District Councilor. He stated that 
OSMA, MAI, and the Ohio Foundation for Medical Care are all experiencing 
financial difficulties. 

A letter was read from OSMA attorney, Mr. Pohlman, in which he 
gave the opinion that members who belong to their county medical society 
must belong to the Ohio State Medical Association. 

A letter was read from Dr. Lieber in answer to our request for infor¬ 
mation as to the status of Amended Substitute Resolution 23-74. Basically 
his answer was a quotation from a 1975 resolution that stated that the words 
“advise its members not to involve themselves (in PSRO) shall not be in¬ 
terpreted as a requirement ... for nonparticipation in PSRO activities.” 

A letter was read from the Ohio Department of Health stating that 
current regulations do not require physical rechecks at Camp unless specifi¬ 
cally required by the Health Commissioner. 

The matter of an “Emergency Health Services Feasibility and Systems 
Planning Grant” of the Mahoning Valley Planning Association was referred 
to the liaison committee with the suggestion that the committee meet with 
the liaison committee of MVHPA to discuss the subject. 

A letter was read from a Mahoning County Health Levy Committee 
asking for support for a one mill levy to provide operating funds for the 
Mahoning County General Health District. It was suggested that more infor¬ 
mation be obtained to be presented to the next meeting of council. 

A letter was read from the City Health Department including a brochure 
on “Implementation of an Expanded Emergency System” based on a St. Paul, 
Minn, experience. The executive secretary was asked to summarize the bro¬ 
chure for the next meeting. 

Dr. Dietz reported a very successful Medical Assistants Dinner. 

Dr. Melnick introduced discussion concerning what is a legitimate 
reason for a doctor’s newspaper ad or announcement. It was noted that the 
October Bulletin will carry this information. It was suggested that when a 
physician changes or adds a procedure which might also be applicable to 
other physicians, this information could ethically be sent to other physicians 
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as an announcement, but that it should not be the subject of a newspaper 
announcement or ad. The Board of Censors was requested to draft a policy

Dr Abdu aslced that Council approve sending information to members 
in regard to the Retired Senior Volunteer Program (RSVP), which encourages 
older persons to remain active in community activities and gives them guid¬ 
ance for engaging in community service.
